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Rejection of claims 1, 11, 21, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Chin 
et al. (US 2004/01 761 23A1, filed 1-30-2003, hereinafter Chin) in view of Wengrovitz et 
al. (US 2003/0072422A1 , hereinafter Wengrovitz): Rejection of claims 2-4, 7-8, 12-14, 
17-18, 22-24, 27-28 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over hereinafter 
Chin) in view of Wengrovitz as applied to claims 1,11,21 above, and further in view of 
Mekuria (US 2002/0034956): 

Regarding rejection of the above claims, Applicant's only argument that US 
2004/01 761 23A1 , filed 1 -30-2003, to Chin et al. does not constitute prior art under 1 02 
has no basis whatsoever because Chin et al. has a filing date of 1-30-2003 which 
predates Applicant's filing data of 1-14-2004. Because Chin et al. constitutes prior art, 
rejection of above claims under 103 is valid. Therefore, rejection of the above claims is 
maintained.
